Bearcats growl, reach state finals

Think things were crazy in the 
stores over last weekend? That 
might have been mild compared to 
anything pertaining to the Ander¬ 
son County High School football 
team. 

The Bearcats will be playing in 
the state championship game for 
the first time on Saturday, squaring 
off against the state’s top-ranked 
team in Class 5A, Bowling Green. 
Kickoff is set for 8 p.m., Eastern 
time, at L.T. Smith Stadium on the 
campus of Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity in Bowling Green. 

Friday night, an overflow crowd 
poured into Hollie Warford Stadium 
to watch the Bearcats earn their 
berth in the state final with a 49-8 
whipping of Pulaski Southwestern. 
Anderson turned the ball over on 
its second play, but regrouped to 
lead 21-0 after the first quarter and 


was never threatened. 

“I didn’t get up from my seat 
Friday night because I was afraid I 
would miss something,” said long¬ 
time Bearcat fan Dawn Duncan. 

As soon as the final horn 
sounded, fans ignored the muddy 
conditions and rushed the field to 
celebrate with the Bearcats in their 
special moment as the first team to 
make the state football finals. 

“These young men will always 
be a special team in Anderson’s his¬ 
tory and will have memories to last 
their entire lives,” said Bob Ware, a 
two-time all-stater when he played 
at Anderson in the late 1960s. 

Many local businesses have 
been showing their support for the 
Bearcats since the state semi-final 
win and a large throng of red-clad 
Anderson County fans is expected 
to descend on the city of Bowling 
Green on Saturday. 

Advance tickets are available 


through Thursday at Anderson 
County High School. Tickets are 
also available through Ticketmas- 
ter and will be available at the sta¬ 
dium on Saturday. 

A community pep rally is set for 
Thursday at 6:30 p.m. at the high 
school.

Meanwhile, Bearcat fans will rel¬ 
ish the moment as they get ready to 
head to the state finals.

Will President Obama give Wild Turkey 
the bird? 

That remains to be seen, but it’s exactly 
what Anderson County’s world-famous distill¬ 
ery is hoping for. 

The bird in 
this case isn’t 
the also-world- 
famous single¬ 
digit salute. 

Instead, it’s the 
turkey Obama 
pardoned last 
Wednesday in 
a traditional 
White House cer¬ 
emony that gives 
a reprieve to a 
turkey the day 
before Thanks¬ 
giving. 

Now, Wild Tur¬ 
key is hoping to make the turkey its official 
“spokesbird,” and allow it to live out its life 
wandering the recently enlarged distillery 
along the banks of the Kentucky River. 

“In a manner of direct speaking, we invite 
the president to give us the bird,” said Jimmy 
Russell, the Eawrenceburg native and long¬ 
time master distiller for Wild Turkey, add¬ 
ing that there will be “no threat of future 
Thanksgiving-related job cuts.”

Was blind, 
but now he sees 


Faith, church friends help 
sightless man harvest trophy buck

Rick Bois climbed down from the 
tree stand, made his way to the buck he 
had just shot and 
started to count. 

But not the 
way one might 
think. 

Instead, he 
reached out for 
the deer’s antlers 
and, as his hands 
moved from one 
point the next, he 
continued count¬ 
ing until he reach 
the glorious number 10. 

It’s a trophy buck he never saw, and a 
trophy rack he’ll only ever touch. 

That’s how life is for Bois, a blind 43- 
year-old Lawrenceburg resident who 
for nearly the past decade has lived in 
total darkness. 

Not that he expects or wants any-

one’s pity. For Bois, los¬ 
ing sight in one eye as 
a child and the other as 
an adult has been one of 
the best things to ever 
happen to him — includ¬ 
ing bagging a big buck 
last Friday morning. 

Bois, who moved to 
Lawrenceburg about six 
years ago from Mary¬ 
land, admits he hasn’t 
always been the God¬ 
fearing man his fellow 
churchgoers at Sand 
Spring Baptist know and 
love today. 

“Losing my sight 
helped me straighten 
out my life, as odd as 
that sounds,” said Bois. “I 
wasn’t the best of char¬ 
acters 15 to 20 years ago. 

“God allowed this to 
happen to me to make 
my faith stronger, to 
keep me out of harm’s 
way or have something 
even worse happen to 
me.” 

He added that his 
blindness is akin to the 
biblical story of Job, a 
devout believer in God 
who, no matter what 
was done to him by 
Satan, never wavered in 
his faith. 

“Job is one of my 
heroes,” Bois said. “He 
had everything taken 
away, and still he wasn’t 
going to deny God. 

“My attitude is, do 
whatever you want, 
Devil, because my faith 
is in the Lord.” 

Losing sight, 
one eye at a time 

When he was 2, Bois 
fell from a set of mon¬ 
key bars and smashed 
one eye into the bed of 
a Tonka truck, destroy¬ 
ing its cornea, pupil and 
lens. 

By the time he was 
10 he had developed 
glaucoma. By the time 
he was 20 the eye went 
dark. 

Then, about 13 years 
ago, his other eye started 
acting up until one day 
it went dark, too. 

“I woke up one morn¬ 
ing to go to work and 
was totally blind,” he 
said. “Two days later the 
vision came back, but 
went from being 20-20 
to 30-20.” 

His vision dropped 
dramatically over the 
next four years, he said. 

“It went in phases, 
including what I like 
to call my Esmeralda 
stage.” 

Named after the 
magically inept and 
bumbling house¬ 


keeper in the TV show 
“Bewitched,” Bois said he 
went through a period of 
time when something at 
which he looked directly 
would simply disappear 
from his vision. 

“I’d look up the street 
and see cars, but after 
about five seconds, 
they’d just fade away, 
like Esmeralda did,” he 
said. 

Then, about eight 
years ago, he said the 
only thing he could still 
see were points of light 
in a dark room. 

“Within a year, I 
couldn’t pick the sun out 
of the sky unless it was a 
warm day.” 

Good buck, better friends 

Before losing his 
sight, Bois hunted deer 
in Maryland as well as 
when he lived in Arkan¬ 
sas. 

By the time he moved 
to Lawrenceburg, 
though, his eyesight 


was gone and so was 
the opportunity to hunt 
deer. 

Or so he thought. 

That changed shortly 
after he arrived in town 
and attended Sand 
Spring Baptist Church, 
home of the wildly pop¬ 
ular annual Beast Feast, 
a game dinner held each 
year at the church. 

“One day in Sunday 
school class, the guys 
were talking about deer 
hunting,” he said. “I 
asked if anyone had any 
extra meat they’d like to 
sell, because I love veni¬ 
son.” 

He said church mem¬ 
ber Scott Luna immedi¬ 
ately offered him free 
venison, and members 
Scott Brown and Steve 
Vogelsberg began comb¬ 
ing the internet to find 
ways to get him back in 
the woods. 

They ended up pur¬ 
chasing a laser, which 
they sighted in with a 
scope on a rifle. 


Here’s how it works: 
Bois and Voglesberg 
climb into a tree stand, 
and wait. Once a deer 
approaches, Voglesberg, 
who does not touch the 
gun, will tell Bois the 
direction, based on the 
hands of a clock, such as 
9 o’clock. 

Bois turns in that 
direction and aims, 
allowing Vogelsberg to 
see where the shot will 
land based on the laser 
beam. 

Bois said he tries to 
begin by aiming high, 
and that Vogelsberg will 
give him directions left 
or right, and have him 
lower the beam until it 
gets in just the right spot. 

“He’ll say to go a little 
left or right or whatever, 
but when he tells me 
to fire, I fire,” Bois said, 
who said he’s thankful 
to have men like those 
from Sand Spring Bap¬ 
tist in his life. 

“I’m just thankful I 
moved to an area where

I met good Christian 
men who were willing 
to figure out a way for 
me to overcome my dis¬ 
ability and do something 
I enjoy,” he said. 

Returning to the woods 

Although it had been 
years since his last hunt, 
Bois said he was eager to 
get back out and harvest 
some venison, which he 
loves. 

That’s where men 
from the church came 
in, including Vogelsberg. 

“It seemed like a good 
challenge,” Vogelsberg 
said, who came up with 
the idea of a laser beam 
and eventually found 
one visible in bright 
light up to a half mile. 

He was right about 
the challenge. Although 
the system they devel¬ 
oped isn’t particularly 
complicated, it took 
plenty of practice, not to 
mention some trial and 
error when they began 
hunting several years 
ago. 

“That first year he 
shot at a buck and a doe, 
but we had some mis- 
cues and really hadn’t 
practiced that much. 

“We practices after 
than and got our signals 
down better.” 

Bois shot a smaller 
buck a couple of years 
ago, dropping it at 100 
yards. But a challenge 
with his 11-year-old son 
RJ to see who could bag 
the biggest buck put the 
pressure on this year. 

When he shot his 
buck last Friday, Bois 
said he had no idea how 
big it was, and no one 
was willing to tell him. 

“Steve said it was a 
pretty good deer, but 
didn’t tell me I was 
shooting at a buck,” Bois 
said. “I started counting 
the points and got to six 
and was like, ‘Oh, wow!’ 
Then, when I got to 10, it 
was really a wow!” 

Then, last Wednesday, 
RJ got in on the act and 
harvested a 7 pointer of 
his own from the same 
tree stand. 

“At first they kidded 
me and told me it was an 
11,” said Bois. 

Vogelsberg chuckled 
at that story, adding that 
he is happy that they’ve 
developed a way to get 
Bois back into the woods 
and successfully har¬ 
vesting deer. 

“The fun part for me 
is seeing him get excit¬ 
ed,” he said.

That campaign includes

Historic district commission 
plans first public hearing

The historic district com¬ 
mission will hold its first pub¬ 
lic hearing Dec. 6 at 6 p.m. at 
the Anderson County Senior 
Citizens Center. 

The first public hearing 
was moved to the Dec. 6 after 
a scheduling conflict with 
Gideon’s International. 

The proposed historic dis¬ 
trict area would include: 

• All properties fronting 
Main Street, starting on the 
west side of North Main Street 
at 215 North Main, and starting 
on the east side of North Main 
Street at 126 North Main (Early 
Childhood Center) and follow¬ 
ing Main Street in a southerly 
direction and ending on the 
east side of South Main at 
Bond and Lillard Road and on 
the west side of South Main at 
Carlton Drive. 

• All properties fronting East 
Woodford Street, beginning at 
the intersection of Woodford 
Street and Main and running 
east to the railroad crossing. 

• All properties fronting East 
Court Street, beginning at the 
intersection of Court Street 
and Main and running east to 
the railroad crossing. 

• All properties fronting Col¬ 


lege Street. 

According previous reports 
from The Anderson News, the 
2006 historic district ordinance 
states that every person in 
charge of designated historic 
property shall keep in good 
repair: 

• All exterior portions of 
buildings or structures 

• All interior portions that, 
if not maintained, may cause 
the exteriors of buildings or 
structures to deteriorate or to 
become damaged or otherwise 
fall into a state of disrepair. 
Alterations or renovations 
undertaken by persons with 
property in the district will be 
subject to the guidelines set 
by the historic district com¬ 
mission, the joint planning 
and zoning board and the city 
council. 

Alterations, as defined by 
the ordinance, may include 
any construction, replacement 
or remodeling on a building 
that changes the exterior struc¬ 
ture, location or appearance. 

According to the ordinance, 
owners shall apply for a cer¬ 
tificate from the commission 
before undertaking new work 
affecting a historic property, 
but could be exempt in regard 


to specific, routine alterations. 

At the same time, the ordi¬ 
nance guidelines “shall not 
limit new construction to 
any one architectural style, 
but shall seek to preserve the 
character and integrity of the 
designated property.” 

The commission cannot 
force property owners to 
attend public hearings or eval¬ 
uations by the historic com¬ 
mission on the state of their 
properties, or to implement the 
recommendations of the com¬ 
mission, city council or plan¬ 
ning and zoning board. 

The city, however, can issue 
a lien against dilapidated 
property for labor and materi¬ 
als if the property owner fails 
to show just cause in making 
necessary repairs during the 
ordinance’s process of public 
hearings and mailed notices. 

The historic district ordi¬ 
nance also states “any person 
violating any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined not less than $50, 
nor more than $500 for each 
offense. Each day’s violation 
shall constitute a separate 
offense.”

History continues to be made 
at Salt River Independent Baptist

M y wife and I live in 
Barren County and 
when we got word 
that her uncle, Carl Bush, 
was pastoring the Salt River 
Church in Lawrenceburg, we 
thought it might 
be a good time 
for a day trip. It 
was a beautiful 
Sunday morning 
when we arrived 
for the service 
and we were 
made to feel 
right at home. 
Probably most 
people who live 
in and around 
the Lawrence¬ 
burg area are 
aware of some of the history 
of the Old Salt River Baptist 
Church. From talking with 
my wife’s uncle at family 
gatherings and also checking 
information found on the 
internet and other sources, 
it’s evident that Salt River 
Church has a great legacy. 

As worship services are once 
again being held in the old 
building, I want to update 
some of the church’s his¬ 
tory as well as that of recent 
events. 

There are few churches 
in the nation with the his¬ 
tory of Salt River Baptist 
Church. Founded in 1798 as 
Salt River Primitive Baptist, 
the church began with seven 
charter members. One of 
those was John Penney, the 
great-grandfather of J.C. Pen¬ 
ney. The original building 
where services were first 
held was a log structure that 
was destroyed by fire. That 
was replaced in 1842 with the 
present building that stands 
today. 

At the east side of the 
church there is a cemetery 
that contains the graves of 
an estimated 300 people, with 
the first stone dated to 1820, 
and the last to its final burial 
in 1968. 

In recent years a new 
marker was placed at the 
grave of Corp. Joseph Parker, 
who was an aide to General 
George Washington in the 
Revolutionary War. For 
years no one thought regular 
services would ever be held 
in the church again. 

“From copies of old news¬ 
paper articles I have, the 
last regular services were 
held in the 1940s, with a few 
homecoming events taking 
place after that,” Bro. Carl 
said. In 1977, some local 


people got together and did 
some restoration work on 
the building and cemetery. 
The weatherboard siding 
and roofing were replaced 
with corresponding materials 
from an old house and the 
church was painted from top 
to bottom. 

Overgrown trees and 
bushes were cut and the 
cemetery was mowed and 
grave markers were straight¬ 
ened. 

However, it wasn’t long 
before things started falling 
into disrepair and more work 
would be required. 

“About 12 years ago a 
local committee was formed 
and funds were raised,” 
he said. “The building was 
made structurally sound 
and the roof and siding were 
replaced.” 

Bro. Carl says in 2005 he 
found out that a group was 
having Wednesday night ser¬ 
vices in the church. 

“There had been some 
thought that the old build¬ 
ing might be turned into 
a museum but that never 
happened. I was preaching 
part-time at another church 
when someone told me about 
the mid-week services. 

“I attended some of the 
meetings and it turned out 
that they were wanting to 
quit so I decided to see if 
maybe the old building could 
be used again for regular 
services.” He says when he 
started the process of mak¬ 
ing the church a full-time 
place of worship, things just 
seemed to fall into place. 


“There were hurdles, 
but the Lord has blessed us 
right from the start,” he said. 
“After getting some paper¬ 
work done with the state, 
everything just took off.” 

The first service was held 
Sept. 30,2007. Bro. Carl 
says that definitely the Lord 
didn’t want the place turned 
into a museum; he wanted it 
to be a church again. 

“We started out with three 
charter members and zero 
money. We’ve never bor¬ 
rowed money at the bank, 
but we’ve built a fellowship 
room, installed new carpet, 
new plumbing and put in 
central heat and air.” 

He says recently the 
church received a sizable 
donation from a man that 
lives in Alabama who has 
relatives that are buried in 
the cemetery. 

“We have people who need 
help in the church and also 
in the community, and that’s 
where most of that money 
will go.” One can only imag¬ 
ine the number of people 
who have come forward to 
accept God’s grace through 
the many years of Salt River 
Church’s existence. Bro. Carl 
says that same grace is being 
freely offered today with a 
gospel message that hasn’t 
changed. Church member¬ 
ship stands at 43, with last 
Mother’s Day having 67 in 
attendance. 

Everyone can be proud 
that Salt River Independent 
Baptist Church is maintain¬ 
ing a wonderful heritage 
that began long ago.

Emma B. Ward s Empty Bowls dinner helps fill empty stomachs 


Fourth annual school fundraiser sets $3,000 goal for hunger charities

Lick your bowl clean to fill someone 
else’s. 

That’s the idea behind the fourth 
annual Empty Bowls dinner at Emma 
B. Ward Elementary, held on Dec. 8 
from 5:30-7:30 p.m., which raises money 
for several charities to fight hunger 
locally and around the world. 

Ethan Freeman, a fifth grader in Mr. 
Calvert’s homeroom at Emma B. Ward, 
explained the importance of making 
bowls for the event. It’s his second year 
making bowls for the annual dinner. 

“All the money we make, it goes to 
feed homeless people, hungry people,” 
he said. 

Those who choose to slurp soup 
from handmade, foodsafe, earthenware 
bowls — molded and glazed by local 
students — can take a commemorative 
bowl home with them for $10. Bowls 
are rinsed and wrapped up before the 
diner departs for home. 

Others who choose to eat their soup 
supper from disposable bowls pay $3. 
Students who wish to buy their own 
bowls at the dinner can sign up before¬ 
hand and select their pieces from a 
reserved table, and additional bowls 


can also be purchased separately as 
gifts. 

More than 25 different soups from a 
variety of local restaurants and volun¬ 
teers, as well as bread and beverages, 
are provided with each bowl of soup 
purchased. 

“The bowl you choose and eat out 
of is a reminder of all the empty bowls 
you get to fill,” Emma B. Ward art 
teacher Tamara Williams said. 

Williams, a graduate of Eastern 
Kentucky University, shaped her first 
ceramic bowls for an Empty Bowls din¬ 
ner as an undergraduate student. 

Now, her students at Emma B. Ward 
Elementary are learning the impor¬ 
tance of giving back to those in need. 

“I had a fifth grader so moved, he 
stood up in the middle of class, held up 
$5, and said, ‘Miss Williams, will you 
buy more chickens for me?”’ Williams 
recalled. 

Every dollar goes to several chari¬ 
ties, both local and international: 
Lawrenceburg’s Backpack Buddies and 
Open Hands Food pantry, as well as 
Heifer International. 

Last year the Empty Bowls dinner 
raised $2,900, and Williams said she’d 
like this year’s fundraiser to exceed 
that amount. 


“I would love to see us exceed 
$3,000,” she said. 

In addition to raising money for 
charity, Williams said, the Empty 
Bowls dinner is a community event, 
open to everyone, not just those with 
children in the Anderson County 


school system. 

“Just by coming in to have a fabu¬ 
lous meal of soup, you’re helping some¬ 
one else,” she said.

According to Gary Stinnett, Anderson County Schools' energy 
manager, the school district has saved more than $600,000 in utility costs in the 32 months it's been a part of 
its energy savings program. To meet the requirements of an Energy Star rating, school buildings must meet a 
75 unit benchmark on a scale of 1-100. The scores of the five Energy Star certified buildings were: central office, 
86; Robert B. Turner Elementary, 89; High School East wing, 90; Saffell Street Elementary, 93; and Emma B. 
Ward Elementary, 95.

1:26-28: “For this reason God gave them over to 
degrading passions; for their women exchanged the natural 
function for that which is unnatural, and in the same way also 
the men abandoned the natural function of the woman and 
burned in their desire toward one another, men with men 
committing indecent acts and receiving in their own persons 
the due penalty of their error. And just as they did not see fit 
to acknowledge God any longer, God gave them over to a 
depraved mind, to do those things which are not proper.” 

The Bible condemns homosexuality and says they cannot 
enter heaven. That doesn’t mean that anyone HATES those 
who practice homosexuality anymore than one HATES a liar, 
thief or fornicator. We all need to repent and stop sinful 
practices.

Ghost hunter looks to establish downtown ghost walk 


Waldridge to be featured in TV episode of 'Ghost Adventures'

Many downtown store¬ 
fronts may be closed, but 
paranormal investigator Jeff 
Waldridge knows they’re not 
really empty. 

A paranormal enthusiast, 
Waldrige is looking to take 
his paranormal investigating 
hobby into downtown Law- 
renceburg to impart local lore 
and uncover haunts of Main 
Street historic buildings and 
residences. 

After all, Waldridge expe¬ 
rienced his first paranormal 
sighting on Main Street at the 
old Lawrenceburg hotel on 
Court Street. 

He was 15, and assisting 
with creating a haunted house 
in the former hotel. He and 
three other volunteers were 
closing up for the evening 
when they heard hard foot¬ 
steps on the stairs. 

When they went to inves¬ 
tigate, no one was there. The 
dust on the stairs remained 
untouched. 

But Waldrige remained 
curious, and thus began a 
hobby that has taken him 
into some of the most haunted 
places in the South. He’s 
even featured investigating a 
battlefield in Perryville in an 
episode of “Ghost Adventures,” 
set to air on Friday, Dec. 2 on 
the Travel Channel. 

“I’ve always researched 
UFOs and ghosts ever since I 
could read,” Waldridge said. 

I wanted to experience that 
[experience] again, to figure 
out what that was.” 

Born and raised in Law¬ 
renceburg, Waldridge said he 
hopes to establish a downtown 
ghost walk next year, similar 
to what Bardstown offers dur¬ 
ing the fall. 

Waldridge, who has taken 
ghost investigation classes 
with paranormal investigator 
Patti Starr, said she sometimes 
gets 100 walkers on a Saturday 
night in Bardstown during a 
ghost walk. 

So far, he’s only investigated 
the T.B. Ripy House, and what 
he found, he said, is pretty

interesting. 

Waldridge monitored the 
Main Street mansion from 7 
p.m. to midnight, recording 
any sort of audio and visual 
feedback with recorders and 
handheld cameras. 

He and a partner were 
apparently able to record a 
few EVPs, or electronic voice 
phenomenon, and the sounds 
of a door shutting and foot¬ 
steps. 

Waldridge said he asked 
the question, “Who built 
this house?” and received his 
answer from within the struc¬ 
ture: “I did.” 

“They’re still there; they 
care about the place,” Wal¬ 
dridge said of those ghosts 
that may remain on the Ripy 
House grounds. 

He said ghost hunting had 
gotten a bad reputation from 
TV shows that showcase evil 
or bad ghosts for the sake of 
ratings. Waldridge said he’s 
never come across any “evil” 
spirits. 

“A lot of the time, you just 
got grumpy ghosts,” he said, 
adding that elements of peo¬ 
ple’s personalities remain with 
them, even after death. “Some 
of that remains, wherever 
they may be.” 

Waldridge said he’d like 
a downtown ghost walk to 
be more historic than thrill 
seeking, though most people 
attend a ghost walk for the lat¬ 
ter reason. He said he joined 
the Anderson County Histori¬ 
cal Society this past October, 
and has done much of his 
research into downtown’s his¬ 
tory.

“It’s more thrill seeking for 
people; it’s not what it needs to 
Ire,” he said. “With any kind of 
hunting, you have to do your 
background work.” 

Waldridge said a ghost walk 
in downtown Lawrenceburg 
would be good for tourism and 
invites any downtown busi¬ 
ness owners or home owners 
to contact him to be included 
in his paranormal and histori- 


cial research for the potential 
ghost walk. 

“Sometimes the history is 
lost with time,” he said. “This 
town has a lot of rich history.” 

He especially would like 
to investigate Dowling Hall, 
which is well known for its 
apparently haunted history, 
and the Lawrenceburg hotel, 
the site of his first encounter. 

“That would be kind of 


going full circle,” Waldridge 
said.

Police hope website photos 
will IDWalmart thieves 

Two women recently 
went into the Lawrenceburg 
Walmart, brazenly snatched a 
pair of televisions and dashed 
out the door without paying. 

They got away with the 
crime at the time, but Law¬ 
renceburg police hope a new 


tactic they’ve enlisted will 
help put them behind bars. 

The police department has 
joined forces with IDThisPer- 
son.com, a website created to 
assist law enforcement agen¬ 
cies in identifying suspects or 
people of interest related to 
criminal activity, according to 
a news release. 


Using the site is simple, and 
those who use it to identify 
suspects can receive a $25 fee, 
the news release said. 

Once on the site, click on 
Kentucky and photos of sus¬ 
pects in various areas of the 
state pop up. 

The suspects in the 
Walmart theft include a white 


woman wearing blue jeans 
and a black jacket with white 
stripes on the sleeves, and a 
black woman wearing black 
pants and white shirt. 

Although the photos are 
somewhat grainy, their faces 
are clear enough to be ID’d. 

The user can anonymously 
type in the name of a suspect 


in an effort to collect the $25 
reward. 

“The Lawrenceburg Police 
Department encourages citi¬ 
zens to visit IDThisPerson.com 
to help ensure the success of 
this partnership,” the news 
release said.

Bearcats rout Southwestern, will play Saturday for first state championship

"We are going for a state championship. Anything else 
will be a disappointment." 

-Anderson County quarterback Seth Carmichael, 
during the summer of 2011. 

It was not false bravado. Nor was it an extra help¬ 
ing of youthful optimism making an outrageously 
bold proclamation. 

There was little hint of a smirk or even a smile 
when Seth Carmichael made that statement on that 
morning in late July when the Bearcat seniors gath¬ 
ered after practice for a 
photo shoot and interview 
session for the pre-season 
section to appear in The 
Anderson News. 

More than four months 
later? There’s no disap¬ 
pointment. The dream still 
lives for Anderson County’s 
Band of Brothers. They will 
be playing for that state 
class 5A championship 
Saturday night when they 
take on Bowling Green. 

The Bearcats earned 
the right to be in what is 
officially called the Russell 
Athletic/KHSAA Commonwealth Gridiron Bowl. The 
Bearcats put this one away quicker than they could 
say that title, scoring 21 first quarter points on their 
way to demolishing Pulaski Southwestern, 49-8, in the 
state semi-finals last Friday night. 

And truthfully, Anderson’s dismantling of a team 
that had won nine straight games might have been 
more thorough than the scoreboard could even 
declare. 

“It feels so good,” said Carmichael, whose laser-like 
accuracy cut through a highly-touted Southwestern 
defense for 277 yards while hitting on 20 of 24 throws. 
“I have never felt better. Our team came together in 
the off-season and worked so hard....This is what we 
wanted to do.” 

Carmichael ran his season totals to 3,135 yards and

Peach got rid of stinkin’ thinkin, got team thinking bi«

L ooking back, that first photo 
shoot I had with a team 
coached by Mark Peach might 
have been one of the worst in the 
history of journalism. 

Seeing that Peach has always 
been one of those guys who would 
point out that the sun often shines 
in the eye of a hurricane, I asked 
Peach to gather the seniors on 
his first team. They all gathered 
around a table, each holding a book 
from my library. Peach, of course, 
was the instructor. 

They were books authored by 


positive thinkers such as Zig Ziglar, 
Norman Vincent Peale and Rob¬ 
ert Schuller. I knew that Peach 
was battling to get rid of “stinkin’ 
thinkin’” around his program and 
that might have been even more 
important than upgrading the 
Anderson weight room or any other 
improvement to be made on the 
facilities. 

That was back in August of 2005. 

This Saturday, we will see that 
while the photo idea might have 
been a bit off the wall, the bedrock 
of Anderson County’s football pro¬ 


gram really is in the titles of some 
of those books those Bearcats acted 
like they were reading that day, just 
before they embarked on a season 
that would see them win once in 10 
games. 

“Tough Times Never Last, Tough 
People Do.” 

“The Magic of Thinking Big.” 

“See You at the Top.” 

On Saturday, you can’t get much 
bigger or more at the top than the 
stage on which Anderson County

39 touchdowns, yet the biggest 
number was three, as in three 
different receivers caught 
scoring passes while the 
Bearcats pushed their way to 
a 35-0 halftime lead. Anderson 
coach Mark Peach said that is 
the defining trait of his Band 
of Brothers. 

“These guys don’t care who 
got the most carries, who got 
the most yard or who got the 
most points,’ he said. “It takes a 
group that says, ‘Hey, how can 
we do this together and come 
out on top as a team?” 

That was Anderson County, 
now 12-2, making a shambles 
of a team that had come in 
with a nine-game winning 
streak that included victo¬ 
ries over perennial power 
Christian County and highly- 
regarded Harlan County. 
Southwestern finished at 10-4. 

After throwing an intercep¬ 
tion on Anderson’s second play 
from scrimmage, Carmichael 
directed an Anderson attack 
that scored on seven of its next 
eight possessions. It moved at 
will against a team that had 
not given up more than 25 
points since mid-September, 
when the Warriors embarked 
on their nine-game winning 
streak. 

When Southwestern could 
do nothing after picking 
Carmichael off, the senior 
directed an eight-play, 74-yard 
drive, capping it with a 12-yard 
run up the middle for a touch¬ 
down. 

“I didn’t see the guy. He 
made a great play,” Carmichael 
said of Southwestern’s Cody 
Epperson, who picked off the 
early pass. “I had to get that 
out of my mind. I couldn’t let 
that bother me.” 

Indeed, it was the Bearcats 
doing the bothering on Friday. 

Southwestern’s next posses¬ 
sion ended with Anderson’s 
Austin Hall recovering a 
fumble at the Bearcat 44. 

Four plays later, Carmichael 
found Spencer Ruggles all 
alone along the left sideline 


for what turned out to be a 63- 
yard scoring strike. After Bill 
Rose connected on the extra 
point, Anderson led 14-0 with 
1:35 left in the first quarter, 
but the Bearcats appeared to 
be already past Elizabethtown 
on the final leg of their trip to 
Bowling Green. 

“When we got up 14,1 
thought (Southwestern) start¬ 
ed getting down on themselves 
a bit,” Peach noted. 

The Bearcats were practi¬ 
cally in Bowling Green 51 
seconds later, recovering when 
Southwestern mishandled a 
squib kick, then after scram¬ 
bling for nine yards, Carmi¬ 
chael hit Ross Cox in stride 
along the right sideline for 
a 36-yard scoring bomb that 
allowed Anderson fans to 
make reservations in Bowling 
Green for Saturday night. 

After the Bearcats stopped 
Southwestern on downs at the 
Warrior 46, Ethan Kelly did 
the scoring honors from two 
yards out early in the second 


quarter. Carmichael and Tra¬ 
vis Phillips connected on a 
7-yard pass with four seconds 
left in the first half to make 
it 35-0. 

Equally as impressive, the 
Anderson defense had limited 
Southwestern to 36 first-half 
yards and had completely bot¬ 
tled up running back Dustin 
Powell, the leading rusher in 
Class 5A. The 5-8,150-pound 
senior had 24 yards on 10 car¬ 
ries in the first half and ended 
with 71 yards in his final high 
school game. Powell ended the 
season with 2,612 yards. 

“We knew all week in our 
preparations that Powell was 
the No. 1 rusher in 5A,” said 
tackle Chris Noble. “We needed 
to stop him and the defensive 
line stepped up.” 

Peach agreed. 

“We were scared to death 
(of Powell),” he said. “He had 
run, like, wild on everybody. 
Nobody had come close to 
containing him. Credit that to 
Coach (Duane) Hammons.” 


“He scared me to death all 
week,” said Hammons, Peach’s 
defensive coordinator since 
arriving at Anderson in 2005. 
“(Powell) is a senior and he’s 
very explosive. He has good 
speed, good power. He runs 
low to the ground. He just does 
everything right. When I saw 
him on film, he was unbeliev¬ 
able. He was running over peo¬ 
ple, running around people, 
running through people. He is 
just a great running back.” 

Actually, Anderson’s 
defense shut down every 
phase of the Southwestern 
attack. Of the Warriors’ 151 
offensive yards, 60 came on a 
halfback pass from Powell to 
Alan Williams for Southwest¬ 
ern’s only touchdown late in 
the fourth quarter. 

“The kids did exactly what 
I asked,” Hammons said. “They 
executed. 

It was a position that 
seemed so improbable after 
the Bearcats took a 32-point 
thrashing from Franklin 


County on Oct. 14. But despite 
what could have been an 
insurmountable setback, 
Anderson found the gump¬ 
tion to be playing on the final 
weekend of high school foot¬ 
ball in 2011. 

“I was devastated after the 
Franklin County game,” Phil¬ 
lips admitted, “but the guys 
picked each other up. I had a 
good feeling about things.” 

So did Friday’s overflow 
crowd, estimated at close to 
3,000. It stayed around to savor 
Anderson’s first-ever trip to 
the state championship game 
while the Bearcat seniors joked 
and smiled on the sidelines 
while the junior varsity closed 
things out. 

“That second half was the 
longest 24 minutes I have ever 
been a part of,” Carmichael 
smiled. The Band of Broth¬ 
ers will be playing for a state 
championship.

football will be performing. That 
the Bearcats are decided under¬ 
dogs against top-ranked Bowling 
Green is irrelevant. The bottom 
line is that two football teams 
are left in Class 5A. One of them 
is the perennial power, Bowling 
Green. 

The other is a team that has 
won 48 games the last five years. 
It is a team that has won 12 
games and a regional champion¬ 
ship for the first time since the 
school was formed in 1949. 

It started with Peach selling 
his team on the idea that Ander¬ 
son County could compete for 
a state championship. If Boyle 
County, just down the road about 
30 miles, could win five straight 
state titles after being everyone’s 
homecoming game for more 
years than anyone could remem¬ 
ber, it could happen at Anderson 
too. 

Peach sold that from day 
one. His first press conference 
as Anderson coach - OK, it was 
Peach, his wife, Julie, and yours 
truly talking about the program 
- took place on Dec. 2,2004. Seven 
years and a day later, his possibil¬ 
ity thinking of that day will be 
coming to fruition. 

“Can Anderson County play 
for a state championship?” I 
asked. 

“Why not?” Peach replied. 

But it had to be done right. 

“We knew about Mark’s success 
and winning football games was 
important, but we wanted some¬ 
one who would teach our young 
men to do things the right way,” 
remembers Sonny Fentress, who 
was superintendent of Anderson 
County schools when Peach was 
hired. 

For a true leader to be success¬ 
ful, whether it be in sports, busi¬ 
ness or education, followers have 
to buy into the program. And 
while Peach was thinking and 
talking, big from the outset, he 
was more than a big smile, giv¬ 
ing a high-five or singing before 
practice. 

It was a belief that the big has 
to start with the little things. 

And rarely has a team taken 
on the personality of its coach 
like Anderson County’s Band of 
Brothers. 

“There was a never-say-die 


attitude with Mark,” his high 
school coach, Sam Harp, remem¬ 
bers. “He was a student of the 
game when he was a player. I 
knew he would be the same way 
as a coach.” 

Harp should know. After 
coaching Anderson County from 
1985-87, he’s won seven state 
championships at Danville High 
School and ranks fifth in all-time 
wins in Kentucky football his¬ 
tory. 

Never-say-die? Think Con¬ 
ner High School, two weeks ago. 
Lucky to be down nine points, 
the Bearcats fought back three 
times, winning with 43 seconds 
to play. Think South Oldham a 
year ago when the Bearcats were 
down 27 with eight minutes to go 
and somehow won. 

“He had a passion for the game 
and even more so now,” Harp 
says. 

Harp has remained close to 
Peach over the years, as has 
Harp’s longtime assistant coach 
Jerry Perry, who was Peach’s posi¬ 
tion coach at Anderson. 

“Mark always wanted to learn 
as a player and coach,” Perry said 
Monday. “He always asked a lot 
of questions as a player. I am not 
surprised by his success. He led 
Hancock (County) to the state 
finals and now Anderson. This is 
not coincidental, it is just a mat¬ 


ter of preparation taking advan¬ 
tage of opportunity.” 

It is a trait the Bearcats display 
nearly every week. In games, 
they turn other teams’ mistakes 
into scores while rarely cough¬ 
ing the ball up themselves. Off 
the field the Bearcats eat pizza 
together. They rib each other on 
Facebook and do community ser¬ 
vice together. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed coach¬ 
ing Mark when he played,” says 
Harp, who hopes to be in the 
stands watching his former pupil 
and his team on Saturday night. 
“He couldn’t get enough.... Mark 
is always planning and working 
on ways to get better. That’s why 
he’s a winner and will continue 
to be so.” 

But as a coach, success is mea¬ 
sured in how well teen-age boys 
buy into what is being said. Win 
or lose Friday night, we’ll see 
the stinking thinking has been 
purged and the Bearcats are at 
the top, at least, for now. 

“Enjoy the moment,” Harp 
says. “Have fun. Cherish it. No 
one can ever take this away from 
you.” 

Just like Mark Peach has been 
preaching for for seven years and 
a day.

Eddie Earl Hyatt has been 
an Anderson Bearcat as long as 
anyone, and is giddy that the 
current Bearcats will be play¬ 
ing for a state championship 
on Saturday night. 

A member of the very first 
Anderson team in 1949, Hyatt 
has long been a regular at 
Bearcat games, but ironically 
was unable to be at Warford 
Stadium to see the current 
team pick up the biggest win 
in school history 

“My parents (Eddie Earl 
Hyatt and his wife, Mary Jo) 
are visiting us here in Florida,” 
Hyatt’s daughter, Sharon Park¬ 
er, said in a message from her 
Facebook account. “They are 
having Bearcat withdrawl.” 

The Hyatt family kept up 
with the Bearcats’ win over 
Southwestern through this 
reporter’s posts on Twitter and 
were cheering the Bearcats on 
from afar. 

“They attended all of the 
games this year except for the 
Bryan Station game, as they 
were out of town,” Parker said. 

But as someone who has 
seen some great Anderson 
teams go down before they 
could get to the championship 
game, Hyatt was like many 
Anderson fans and former 
players. “He always hoped 
it would happen but never 
dreamed it would,” said Parker, 
who relayed some questions to 
her father. 

It was the same for Tra¬ 
vis Kays, who played for the 
Bearcats in the early 1990s. 

“I can’t say truthfully 
that I ever really thought 
Anderson County would get 
to this point,” said Kays, who 
watched Friday’s game from 
his familiar post near the 
Warford Stadium scoreboard. 
“Did I hope at some point they 
would? Sure, but truthfully 
never thought we would get 
here. No. 1, we’d never been 
before. No. 2,1 thought that 


with all the sports available to 
kids now, as compared to back 
when I played, that we prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t ever really have 
the numbers to be competi¬ 
tive against some of the larger 
schools in 5A.” 

Anderson had knocked on 
the door so many times, only 
to run into perennial state 
powers such as Bardstown or 
Danville. Then a year ago, the 
Bearcats got a taste of success 
when they made a run to the 
regional final before finally 
breaking through this year 
with the school’s first regional 
title and eventually a berth in 
the state final. 

“Sure, I thought it could 
happen, particularly with six 
classes,” said Bob Ware, who 
was voted the greatest player 
to ever suit up at Anderson by 
readers of The Anderson News 
four years ago. “Mark (Peach) 


has been there before and 
there is no reason he could not 
take ACHS to a championship 
game. 

“There is no reason ACHS 
cannot be there for future 
championship games.” 

Ware, whose last season was 
1968, played at a time when 
the state had two classes out¬ 
side Jefferson County. Only 
the district winner advanced 
to the playoffs at the time. A 
steadfast supporter of the pro¬ 
gram, Ware was unfortunately 
unable to be in attendance 
Friday as he recovers from 
having his left leg amputated 
below the knee. 

Hyatt, Kays, Ware, and 
Ware’s high school teammate, 
Jerry New, all believe the 
Bearcats’ success starts with 
Peach, who played at Ander¬ 
son in the 1980s. “Coach Peach 
and his staff have done an 


incredible job building our 
program,” New said. 

“Like most successful coach¬ 
es, Mark prepares well for 
each game,” Ware said. “He is 
able to exploit the weakness of 
the opposing teams and take 
away their strengths. With the 
exception of the second half 
of the Franklin County game, 
this team was able to execute 
his game plan. It was never 
more evident than in the play¬ 
off games.” 

New echoed Ware’s assess¬ 
ment, noting that at Conner, 
when the Bearcats were in 
a deep hole but came back 
to win, “our team made very 
impressive defensive adjust¬ 
ments the second half.” 

New’s son, Hunter, is a 
junior varsity player and back¬ 
up punter on this year’s team. 

But the adjustments still 
have to be carried out by the 


players on the field. 

“This team just seems to 
have people that just do what 
they need to do to win,” Kays 
said. 

“They play together better 
as a team. They have respect 
for each other and no selfish¬ 
ness,” Hyatt said, through his 
daughter. “Mark’s Christian 
attitude has carried over to the 
team and the coaches.” 

Kays continued, “They don’t 
seem to worry about who is 
going to get the credit, they 
just play as a team. They have 
a few big weapons in (Seth) 
Carmichael, (Ethan) Kelly 
and (Ross) Cox, but everyone 
seems to be unselfish and 
when a play needs to be made, 
someone steps up and makes 
it. (Matt) Sprague catching his 
first touchdown in the region¬ 
al championship game comes 
to mind.” 

“This group of young men 
appear to be close and play 
well as a team,” Ware added. 

Many other former 
Bearcats were at Warford Sta¬ 
dium Friday night, a sight that 
Peach has repeatedly striven 
for. His “Alumni Bowl” to start 
the home season is an example 
of how he has reached out to 
the Bearcats of the past. 

New will most assuredly be 
in L.T. Smith Stadium Satur¬ 
day night, while Kays is trying 
to work things out to be there. 
Ware, however, is unlikely to 
make the trip just a month 
after major surgery. 

As for Hyatt, he will be in 
Florida, telling his daughter to 
follow on Twitter. 

“They are pouting and they 
said that they can’t believe 
they are sitting here in Florida 
and the Bearcats are in the 
state playoff finals,” Parker 
said of her parents. “You can 
bet we will have the computer 
in our lap, following every 
tweet we can!”

he day I met Mark 
Peach seems like an 
eternity ago. 

I can still remember the 
first team meeting in the gym¬ 
nasium like it was yesterday. 

Though I had no idea how 
my final two seasons as a 
Bearcat would pan out, you 
could just feel the enthusiasm 
that afternoon. For the first 
time in forever, I was honestly 
excited about starting football 
season. 

It’s no secret that the previ¬ 
ous two years were a struggle. 

I don’t want to relive all the 
gruesome details on paper, so 
I’ll let the continuous running 
clock rule, or better known as 
the “Anderson County rule,” 
sum it up. Yeah, it was that 
bad. 

But that day in the gym, 
while 60 or so of my team¬ 
mates and I nervously waited 
for our new coach, in walked 
our saving grace. 

Fast forward to last Friday 
night. 

As Anderson played the 
most complete game in recent 
memory, I began reflecting 
back on my days as a Bearcat 
and how the last two years on 
the team went. 

And it all started with 
Coach Peach bringing about 
complete change. 

I can still remember him 
whooping and hollering in the 
hallway, high-fiving players as 
we walked to class. I had never 
seen someone so passionate 
about coaching before. Some¬ 
times you could hear him at 
the opposite end of the school. 
And then when we got on the 
practice field or in the weight 
room, he was a true motivator. 

He understood what we 
had to do turn around this 
program. A complete revamp 
was in store. And even though 
it was a learning process, and 
a lot of the time we fell down, 
he was always there picking 
us back up, dusting us off and 
pushing us on. 

Peach also brought in 
Duane Hammons - someone I 


had had past with. One of the 
most influential men in my 
young life. A friend. I knew 
what kind of winner Coach 
Hammons was - it used to 
make me so jealous when he 
and my dad would talk on 
speaker phone after Andrew 
McCloud and the Scotties were 
rolling teams over at Mercer 
County. 

I don’t think it’s ever easy 
for a head coach to step aside 
and let someone else be in 
charge, but Coach Hammons 
was able to set aside his pride 
and do just that. Honestly, I 
think it has always been an 
advantage having two “head 
coaches” on the sidelines for 
Anderson. 

In short period of time 
Peach and Hammons, along 
with a slew of other coaches, 
who all were instrumental in 
our success, were pushing us 
past our limits in the weight 
room and in spring practice. 
Which honestly I can say is 
maybe the most significant 
thing to happen to the pro¬ 


gram. For the first time in my 
life, we were learning how to 
get bigger, faster and stronger. 
It has paid its dividends. 

The first season, my junior 
year, may seem like another 
failure to most of you. But, 
even though we went 1-9 
again, it was a better 1-9, if you 
can fathom that. You have to 
learn how to walk before you 
can run. That year we took 
baby steps. But we were mov¬ 
ing forward in a leaps and 
bounds from where we were. 

That off-season, my senior 
year, we took it into overdrive. 
The class of 2007 wasn’t going 
out a loser. We wanted to prove 
to the world and the commu¬ 
nity that Anderson was back 
on the map, and we would for¬ 
ever be known as the corner¬ 
stone of one of the state’s best 
programs. 

We put in a lot of work that 
year. A1-9 record wasn’t going 
to cut it. Which is when Coach 
Peach made another smart 
move. Having one of the state’s 
toughest districts, he decided 


to lighten our load in the non¬ 
district games. You’re right, we 
beat lesser teams that year, 
but there is something to be 
said about gaining confidence. 
We had to learn how to win 
again. We just needed to feel 
like a winner. 

It did a lot for us when 
later down the road when 
we clinched the school’s first 
winning record in years, beat¬ 
ing West Jessamine. And even 
though a 6-4 record wasn’t 
good enough to get us into the 
playoffs, we went out as win¬ 
ners. And that is all that mat¬ 
tered. 

The years after, the 
Bearcats were right there 
year in and year out. They 
stumbled some, but always 
came back stronger the next 
year. That is Coach Peach for 
you. A motivator. He always 
told us we wouldn’t feel sorry 
for ourselves, or say, “Oh woe is 
me.” We were going to get bet¬ 
ter and move on. 

Enter the Band of Brothers. 

It may not the most tal¬ 


ented Anderson team in the 
last six years, but this team 
had heart and a sour taste in 
their mouths after the season 
before. They were ready to 
prove something. 

I didn’t play with any of the 
current players, so my connec¬ 
tion isn’t as strong as it was in 
the past, but I knew how good 
they could be. 

I remember watching a 
young Seth Carmichael, Ethan 
Kelly and Matt Sprague win 
the rec-league football cham¬ 
pionship six years ago when 
I refereed as a part-time job. 

I believe Sprague caught the 
game-winner in that one too. 

And the same year, I 
watched Granville Hayes 
play for the first time. I was 
speechless at some of the runs 
the young Reggie Bush would 
make. 

I knew these kids would one 
day wear the Bearcat jerseys 
proud. 

The B.O.B was in full-effect 
this season. I could go on for 
hours about each player and 
how they resembled a charac¬ 
ter from the mini-series, but 
I won’t. The only thing that 
matters is, like Easy Company, 
these boys wouldn’t go down 
without a fight. And they 
would rely on each other 
when things got tough. True 
brothers. 

As I stood there watching 
Anderson secure a place in 
the state championship game, 
the same day I celebrated 
my 23rd birthday, I couldn’t 
help but remember the post¬ 
game prayers from Papa A1 
Peach when I played. The 
ones where he always talked 
about getting better to keep 
climbing up that mountain of 
success. 

Well, Papa Peach, we’ve 
finally reached the top of the 
mountain. 

And what a view it is.

Daunting task stands between Bearcats, state title

The task standing between 
Anderson County and a state 
football championship is a 
monumental one. 

The Bearcats must knock 
off the team ranked at the 
top of Class 5A for much of 
the season, Bowling Green, 
and must do it in the Purples’ 
hometown. 

Most observers give the 
Bearcats little chance of upset¬ 
ting the Purples, who are 14-0 
heading to their first state 
final since 2007, when they 
completed a run of three- 
straight seasons playing on the 
final weekend. 

The Purples see Anderson 
County as the last stop in a 
season that has been pointing 
at a state championship from 
day one. “We’ve got to finish 
our business,” Bowling Green 
coach Kevin Wallace told the 
Bowling Green Daily News 
after the Purples routed John 
Hardin, 62-20, in the state 
semi-final. 

“I’ve been in five finals and 
I’ve been a part of winning 
one of them as an assistant. 
There is a whole big differ¬ 
ence in how you feel when it is 
over with. I want to make sure 
we have a good feeling next 
Saturday night.” 

The Purples are averaging 
49 points a game and give up 
9. Among their victims have 
been St. Xavier and Lexington 
Catholic. 

Suffice it to say Bowling 
Green is loaded. 

“It all starts with their quar¬ 
terback, Scooter Hollis,” says 
Anderson coach Mark Peach. 
“He can run and throw.” Hollis 
is a 6-foot, 175-pound senior. 

“They have a stable of run¬ 
ning backs led by Hunter Nev- 
eras,” Peach added, “and they 
have a nice receving corps led 
by Nacarius Fant.” 

Offensive lineman Joe Man¬ 


ley (6-6,310) has committed to 
the University of Louisville. 
“He is outstanding,” Peach 
says. 

“Defensively they are 
very sound in what they do,” 
Peach says. “Chase Proctor is 
an excellent linebacker and 
Michael Bailey is extremely 
fast in the secondary and on 
special teams. 

“They have size on both 
sides of the ball.” 

Bowling Green created 
five turnovers in its win over 
John Hardin, including three 
that led to first-quarter touch¬ 
downs. 

“Anderson County has an 
impressive group of athletes 
that play very hard and take 
great care of the football,” 
Wallace said in an e-mail. 
“Turnover margin has been 


a key to our success this year 
and it certainly looks as if we 
are playing a team that values 
each possession.” 

Under such a scenario, 
many would say the Bearcats 
have little hope of an upset. 
Peach, however, says his team 
can’t worry about the polls. 
The fact is that only two 
teams are left in Class 5A and 
one is Anderson County. The 
polls won’t matter once the 
trail is teed up. 

“We are not too worried 
about all that,” Peach said. 

“We have a game to play and a 
plan that needs to be executed. 

“All we need to do is just 
play well like we did last year 
versus John Hardin in the 
regional championship. 

“I think it is pretty similar, 
John Hardin was No. 1, unde¬ 


feated, had a tremendous 
amount of team speed and we 
played well enough to win the 
game.” 

Peach has been in a simi¬ 
lar situation at the finals too. 
In his only other trip to the 
championship game as a head 
coach, Peach’s Hancock Coun¬ 
ty team faced heavily-favored 
Beech wood in the 1999 cham¬ 
pionship game. 

“Beechwood was the favor¬ 
ite,” Peach said, “but we just 
didn’t play well that day. We 
had some uncharacteristic 
turnovers for us and Beech- 
wood played really well.” 

And no matter what the 
polls say, Anderson County 
will show up Saturday night. 

There’s still one more week 
of football to be played. 


Bowling Green coach knows 
Peach from earlier days 

Wallace and Peach com¬ 
peted against each other when 
they were located just a few 
miles apart. “I am familiar 
with Coach Peach from his 
days as an assistant at Frank- 
lin-Simpson,” said Wallace, the 
long-time coach at Bowling 
Green. 

Franklin-Simpson and 
Bowling Green are located 
less than 25 miles from each 
other and at one time had one 
of Kentucky’s better football 
rivalries. 

“He is a quality person and 
has done an outstanding job at 
each stop in his career,” Wal¬ 
lace said of Peach. 

Bearcats look 
to practice elsewhere 

The heavy rains that 
soaked Anderson County on 
Sunday and Monday left the 
team practice facility a mess. 
The team was hoping to prac¬ 
tice at another location on arti¬ 
ficial turf during the week. 

Last week, the Bearcats got 
ready for Southwestern by 
practicing on the artificial 
turf at Woodford County Park 
one day. 

“It was very helpful to have 
lines where we could work out 
and get some spacing,” Peach 
said. 

“We are very appreciative 
of (Woodford County head 
coach Steve) Stonebraker and 
Mr. (Rich) Pictor with (Wood¬ 
ford County) parks and recre¬ 
ation.” 

Anderson travel plans 

Anderson plans to treat the 
state final as any other road 
game. Peach said the team will 
bus to the game on Saturday 
and will return home after.

BOWLING GREEN - Mama 
didn’t say there’ll be days like 
this. 

The John Hardin Bulldogs 
had their worst game of the 
season in their biggest game 
of the season and the result 
was an embarrassing, lopsided 
loss - the fourth worst in the 
program’s 11-year history 

The Bowling Green Purples 
erupted for 34 points in the 
first quarter and cruised to a 
62-20 victory over the Bull¬ 
dogs on Friday night in the 
Class 5-A state semifinals at 
El Donaldson Stadium. It’s the 
third time in four years the 
Bulldogs have lost in the state 
semifinals. 

“Speechless,” John Hardin 
junior Jalen Fleming said. 
“We’ve worked so hard this 
season and, to lose like this, it 
hurts so bad. All season long 
we’ve played as a team, as a 
unit. Tonight we let ourselves 
down.” 

John Hardin finished 13-1 
for the second consecutive 
season. Bowling Green (14-0) 
advanced to the state cham¬ 
pionship where the Purples 
will meet Anderson County on 
Saturday at Western Kentucky 
University. 

Turnovers led to John 
Hardin’s downfall. The Bull¬ 
dogs turned the ball over five 
times, all of which led to Bowl¬ 
ing Green touchdowns. John 
Hardin had three fumbles in 
the first quarter, including two 
in the first three plays. 

The Bulldogs had allowed 
just three points - a field goal 
to Lexington Catholic in the 
second game of the season - in 
the first quarter the entire 
year. They found themselves 
trailing for only the third time 
this season, but this deficit 
proved to be too much. 

“We dug ourselves too big of 
a hole,” John Hardin senior Jer¬ 
emy Harness said. “Everything 
that could go wrong went 


wrong. The coaches prepared 
us perfectly. It was our fault. 
We got behind and we couldn’t 
do anything about it.” 

John Hardin had turnover 
troubles in the playoffs, com¬ 
mitting 13 of them in its last 
three games. The Bulldogs 
were able to overcome it 
against North Hardin and 
Jeffersontown, but it finally 
caught up with them against 
the stingy Bowling Green 
defense. 

“Turnovers are killers,” 
Bowling Green coach Kevin 
Wallace said. “For the last 
three weeks we’ve seen them 
on film and they’ve really 
turned the ball over - putting 
it on the ground. We talked to 
our kids about stripping the 


ball and trying to make good 
things happen. I’m so proud of 
them.” 

The first quarter couldn’t 
have gone any worse for the 
Bulldogs. 

Senior quarterback Eli 
Mitchell fumbled on the sec¬ 
ond play of the game when he 
was hit after dropping back to 
pass and the Purples pounced 
on the loose ball. A play later, 
Bowling Green senior quarter¬ 
back Scooter Hollis scored on a 
10-yard run. 

On John Hardin’s first play 
from scrimmage on the ensu¬ 
ing possession, Mitchell and 
Harness collided in the back- 
field to jar the ball loose after 
Mitchell was hit from behind. 
Bowling Green senior Mon tel 


Carpenter returned the fum¬ 
ble 8 yards for a touchdown. 

After forcing a John Hardin 
punt, Bowling Green needed 
only five plays to go 76 yards. 
Hollis, who threw for 213 yards 
and three touchdowns, hooked 
up with sophomore Nacarius 
Fant on a 34-yard scoring 
strike to give the Purples a 21- 
0 lead with 5:31 left in the first 
quarter. 

Senior Hunter Neveras 
scored on a 4-yard run after 
another John Hardin punt, 
and on the ensuing possession, 
senior Daquan Irvin stripped 
sophomore fullback Chris 
Smith and returned it 25 yards 
for another touchdown to 
build a 34-0 lead. 

“It (the first quarter) was 


a nightmare,” John Hardin 
coach Mark Brown said. 
“Everything in the world that 
could go wrong went wrong. 

I thought we were ready to 
play. The kids were focused. It 
just wasn’t our night. I feel bad 
for the kids because they’ve 
worked so hard.” 

The Bulldogs tried to mount 
a comeback, but each time 
they did, Bowling Green had 
an answer. 

John Hardin put together a 
10-play, 72-yard drive capped 
by Mitchell connecting with 
Fleming on a 9-yard touch¬ 
down to slice the deficit to 34-7 
with 7:28 left before halftime. 

After forcing a three-and- 
out by the Purples, Mitchell, 
who completed 13-of-23 passes 
for 183 yards and three touch¬ 
downs, hit senior Quensie 
Brown for a 13-yard gain. But 
the drive stalled and the Bull¬ 
dogs had to punt. 

The Purples scored on the 
ensuing possession with Hollis 
lofting a perfect pass to Fant 
for a 35-yard touchdown, and 
then after another John Har¬ 
din fumble, senior Brandon 
Green scored from a yard out 
to build a 48-7 lead with 31 sec¬ 
onds remaining in the second 
quarter. 

Harness returned the kick¬ 
off 82 yards, and then Mitchell 
tossed a 12-yard touchdown to 
Harness, who was able to get 
one foot down in the end zone, 
to cut the deficit to 48-13 at 
halftime. 

Mitchell and Harness 
hooked up again - this time 
on a 26-yard touchdown - to 
pull within 48-20 with 2:41 
remaining in the third quar¬ 
ter, but the Purples iced the 
game with two fourth-quarter 
scores. 

“We played terrible,” John 
Hardin senior lineman Patrick 
Crowe said. “We couldn’t have 
played any worse. We couldn’t 
throw, we couldn’t run, we 
couldn’t block. We didn’t play 
that well defensively.”

With all those red and 
navy blue shirts that 
have been popping up 
around town, those first 
days on the job at Ander¬ 
son County might seem 
like something from 
another century. 

“Mark has reminisced 
about the first season 
here,” says Julie Peach, 
the wife of Anderson 
head football coach 
Mark Peach. “He had 
noticed none of the play¬ 
ers were wearing their 
‘spirit wear’ to school. He 
asked the players why 
and they told him that 
other students made fun 
of them when they wore 
it.” 

With Bearcat wear 
now among the hottest 
sellers in Lawrenceburg 
and people looking for 
tickets to Saturday’s state 
championship game, it 
might be hard to believe 
but that is how distant 
the past Anderson foot¬ 
ball was from the pres¬ 
ent. 

Excitement? The 
word might not do jus¬ 
tice to the attitude about 
the gridiron around 
town now. 

“He also was reminded 
of how the first team 
was booed at the home¬ 
coming pep rally,” Julie 
Peach recalled. “Need¬ 
less to say, things have 
changed for the better.” 

Peach’s first Anderson 
team went 1-9 in 2005, 
but losses to Harrison 
County, a Top 10 team at 
the time, and East Jes¬ 
samine gave a glimpse 
of what was to come. 
Anderson was in a posi¬ 
tion to win both of those 
games late, before fall¬ 
ing. The only win was a 
69-13 romp past Bourbon 
County, another program 
that had fallen on hard 


times. 

Still, a community 
that had earned a repu¬ 
tation for strong support 
of its high school athletic 
teams was grateful and 
the love was returned. 

Peach, who had taken 
Hancock County to the 
state Class A champion¬ 
ship game in his first 
season as coach, had won 
a regional title at Lex¬ 
ington’s Paul L. Dunbar 
and had put Campbells- 
ville University in the 
NAIA Top 25, had come 
home with the task of 
restoring a once-proud 
program that had won 
just seven games in the 
previous five years. 

“Mark was down 
about the first season 
because he knew the 
boys and his coaches 
worked harder than a 1-9 
record,” Julie Peach says. 
“However, we knew God 
had a reason for bringing 
us back here. The calling 


was so clear to us. The 
fans were also so sup¬ 
portive and thanked him 
many times for coming 
back to take over the 
football program even 
after the season was over. 

“He couldn’t get over 
the love that was shown 
to him even with a dis¬ 
appointing record. I was 
concerned about how 
Mark would be treated 
after the major losing 
season. Thankfully, my 
worries didn’t last long 
with the community’s 
kind remarks about my 
husband.” 

Peach reinforced that 
love last Friday when he 
said all of his trips to the 
state finals have been 
special - he was also an 
assistant coach on Frank- 
lin-Simpson’s Class AAA 
finalist in 1995 - but this 
one is the most special. 
“It’s home,” he simply 
said. 

And, Julie Peach says, 


Mark Peach has been 
walking on clouds since 
the Bearcats thrashed 
Pulaski Southwestern 
in the semi-final. “He 
can’t believe it,” she said. 
“He knew (the Bearcats) 
were just that good, but 
he’s had other teams he 
had high hopes for, too. 
Sometimes it doesn’t 
work out the way you 
think it will.” 

Julie Peach says the 
picture of her husband 
putting his Christian 
faith and family above 
football is an accu¬ 
rate one, but one that 
requires an understand¬ 
ing family, given the 
time demands on a coach 
from July to December. 

“I am definitely a foot¬ 
ball widow during the 
season. My kids are still 
adjusting to football 
season,” she says. “People 
don’t realize that my 
husband also works most 
of the day on Saturday, 


breaking down film and 
all day Sunday, after 
church, putting together 
a game plan with the 
rest of the staff. 

“We keep our mar¬ 
riage healthy by hav¬ 
ing a date on Saturday 
night. We also have the 
routine of going out to a 
restaurant on Thursday 
evenings, since that’s the 
short day of practice. 

“I would say to main¬ 
tain balance we really 
have to concentrate on 
what’s important - faith, 
family and football, in 
that order.” 


When fans see Ander¬ 
son County rolling to big 
winning seasons now, it 
is a reflection of the one 
running the program 
and those around him. 
Julie Peach says her hus¬ 
band and his team have 
a very close relationship. 

“The extreme close¬ 
ness I have witnessed 
comes from the leader¬ 
ship. It starts at the top,” 
she says. “The coaches 
are very close. The 
seniors are very close. 

We know the old saying, 
‘There is no I in team.’ 
They model that for the 
younger ones. The only 
way you can succeed in 
football is together and 
the leaders understand 
that. 

“The senior leaders 
are also very close to the 
coaches. I don’t always 
witness this. This group 
of seniors surprised my 
husband and took him 
out to breakfast for his 
40th birthday in May.” 

And now they are 
going for the biggest 
prize of them all, togeth¬ 
er. 

“Mark’s heart has 
always been with Ander¬ 
son County,” Julie Peach 
says. “He always talks 
about how our boys 
deserve to go to the state. 
The boys work so hard 
and give so much of 
themselves to the team 
and to the community.”

Lady Bearcats to host Lexington Catholic, 
travel to regional foe 

Anderson County will get a major early season 
test when the Lady Bearcats entertain Lexington 
Catholic in girls’ basketball action Friday night. 

Tip off is set for 7:30 p.m. 

Anderson was ranked eighth in the state in the 
Courier-Journal pre-season coaches’ poll and ninth 
in the Lexington Herald-Leader poll. Lexington 
Catholic, one of the favorites in the rugged 11th 
Region, is in nearly everyone’s Top 15. 

Catholic does not boast a superstar, such as for¬ 
mer Lady Knight Natalie Novosel, now at Notre 
Dame, but is loaded with very good players, led by 
junior guard Octavia Wilson and senior forward 
Alex Botkin.

HIGH SCHOOL WRESTLING PREVIEW 

New coach looking to lead Anderson to higher ground

The task of moving Ander¬ 
son County wrestling from 
good to the realm of outstand¬ 
ing has fallen upon one of the 
program’s pioneers. 

Graham Carlton, Ander¬ 
son’s first qualifier for the 
state wrestling tournament, 
has taken over as head coach 
of the program, replacing 
Tom Castle, who moved on to 
a practically new program at 
Scott County 

Carlton, who had been an 
assistant coach at Anderson 
County Middle School, was 
officially hired to run the pro¬ 
gram after school had started. 
He inherits a solid group that 
should be able to compete 
for regional honors in nearly 
every weight class and should 
be in contention with John 
Hardin and Central Hardin 
to place second in Region 
2 behind perennial power 
LaRue County. 

It might be mid-season 
before the Bearcats really 
know how strong they can be. 
Several top returning wres¬ 
tlers are still playing football 
and will join the wrestling 
team after the state champi¬ 
onship game. 

“This year, if all of them 
wrestle to their potential, we 
can be No. 2 (in the region),” 
Carlton says. “I don’t realisti¬ 
cally see us being able to beat 
LaRue County.” 

Senior Austin Dillow has 
qualified for the state every 
year of his career and placed 
eighth in the state at 135 
pounds last year. 

Zach Cotton, who gradu¬ 
ated last year, was one win 


away from the medal round. 
No other Anderson wrestler 
advanced beyond one win in 
the state tournament. 

Weight classes have 
changed for 2011-2012 with 
most classes adding several 
pounds. 

When the season started on 
Saturday in the Bryan Station 
Duals, Carlton was not sure 
who would wrestle in each 
class. 

He was sure that Dillow 


should be one of his bet¬ 
ter wrestlers. He will likely 
wrestle at 138 or 145 pounds. 
The 140-pound class has been 
eliminated. 

“Dillow has been there and 
he’s got experience,” Carlton 
says. 

“This is his senior year and 
he knows what he’s doing.” 

Junior Shea Sparrow, who 
qualified for the state at 125 
pounds last year, is expected 
to be in contention for a berth

Carlton said he expects Eric 
Cunningham to be a force 
in the middle weights while 
Travis Kaelin should man the 
195-pound spot. Twins Eric 
and Derek Spencer should 
aslo compete in the mid-range 
weights. Eighth-grader Mason 
Baker should be a force at 106 
pounds. 

Beside Fitzpatrick, football 
players that are expected to 
join the team upon the com¬ 
pletion of their season include 
Crockett Cosby and Jarrod 
Cubert, both in heavyweight, 
and Houston Page and Nathan 
Cox, both middle-weights.

When it comes to hunting, safety most important factor 


I don’t take pleasure in the misfor¬ 
tunes of others and I try not to kick 
folks when they are down. That 
being said I must take issue with the 
father and son team that attempted 
to go deer hunting on 
Kentucky’s opening day 
of the modern firearm 
season. According to the 
staff report on the front 
page of The Anderson 
News November 16th edi¬ 
tion the son was shot by his 
dad on opening morning. 
Thankfully, according to 
the column, the injury to 
the son’s arm didn’t sound 
life threatening. I wish 
him a speedy recovery and 
an invitation for him, and 
especially his dad, to attend one of the 
many Hunter Education Courses that 
are offered across the state at no cost. 

I am all for promoting hunting and 
fishing and folks have to start some¬ 
where. The trouble is that some of 
those folks are not the sharpest knife in 
the drawer in their attempt to pursue 
the sports. It never ceases to amaze me 
how people think by sticking a rifle in 
a person’s hands on opening morning of 
deer season makes them a deer hunter. 
That thinking could not be further 
from the truth and just like this event 
usually results in bad things happening. 
You can’t “teach” a person (adult, kid or 
otherwise) to be a deer hunter before 
daylight on opening morning. You 
can’t “teach” a person before daylight 
opening morning how to safely and 
effectively use a high powered rifle. 
Especially one of the more dangerous 
types like a hammer gun. Don’t get 
me wrong, I cut my deer hunting teeth 
years ago with one of the most popular 
.30-30 rifles of all time, the Winchester 
Model 94. I can also tell you it wasn’t 
my first gun on my first trip on opening 
morning though. Dad taught me how 
to handle the gun, how to load the gun 
and how to safely operate all aspects 
of the gun long before I actually got to 
hunt with it. Safety rule number one 
with me is to never point a gun in the 
direction of anything you don’t intend 
to shoot and you should always treat 
every gun as if it was loaded whether it 
is or not. 

Once again, I’ll pray for a speedy 
recovery for the son and for whatever 
it will take to ease his pain as well as 
his dad’s. I would also encourage them 
to attend a Kentucky Hunter Educa¬ 
tion Course before even thinking about 
going hunting again. It’ll be safer for 
all of us in the great outdoors if every¬ 
one would take the time to attend the 
course and obtain the orange card. 
Hunter Education is required for adults 
to hunt if born on or after Jan. 1,1975. 
There are many classes held in most

all counties usually beginning in the 
spring and running through late fall 
of each year. Wonder if father or son 
either one had their orange card in this 
case? 

Deer harvest update 

The Lilly Farm produced another 
good year for venison and another good 
year of time well spent with family and 
friends in the great outdoors. Our camp 
crew managed a six deer total harvest 
with a couple of nice racks (see pics). 
Hunter and cousin Grant Cox made it 
over to hunt in between work shifts and 
share a supper of camp taters and other 
items. Hunter was able to connect on a 
nice 8 pointer here on the home place 
the second Saturday of the season while 
I traveled to West Virginia for our hunt 
during the Thanksgiving week. We 
managed to see almost as many bears 
as deer but Uncle Damon and brother 
Keith were each able to harvest nice 6 
pointers. 

As the modern firearms season ends 
for Zones 1 and 2 counties, the following 
results have been reported to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
as of 5:00 p.m. Sunday, Nov, 27: 

102,200 total deer harvested with 
59,000 plus being males and roughly 
43,200 being female; 80,350 plus of the 
total deer harvested were taken with 
modern firearms. 

Anderson County hunters have 
checked 1,659 total deer as of this writ¬ 
ing. Some of the neighboring counties 
have tallied the following totals from 
their hunters: Franklin County 1,328; 
Shelby County 1,833; Spencer County 
1,192; Nelson County 1,353; Mercer Coun¬ 
ty 665 and Washington County 1,323. 

Local hunters still have well up into 
January of 2012 for archery hunting 


and the late muzzle loading season will 
open December 10th and run through 
the 18th. 

Good luck and keep sending those 
harvest pictures in to The Anderson 
News. If you’ve got a good story to go 
with vour pictures let me know for 


future columns.
